The battle is silent, but Lower Bucks Coun­ 
ty service stations are going at it with 
“ fluid-drive.” 
•A spot check of service stations reveals 
an honest-to-goodness price war in gasoline 
sales. 
A Gulf station on Route 13 reported prices 
have dropped from 26.9 cents a gallon to 
22.9. Some stations in the area are as low 
as 19 cents a gallon. 
An Esso station on Route I reports the 
sam e drop. A Sunoco station on Newport- 
ville Road reports prices 
have dropped 
from 23.9 to 22.9 cents a gallon retail. 


No Relenting 


All this has taken place during the last 
six weeks, and station m anagers say there s 
no sign of a let up. 
Asked why the price war, one operator 
said. “ The unemployment in the area seems 
to be causing it. There’s no money and prices 
simply had to drop if we were to stay in 
business.’’ 
Another serviceman took another view and 
said, “ There seems to be a flood of gasoline 
in the com pany’s tanks. The company tells 
us our selling price and we have to comply. 
“ It m ust be the company that’s causing 


the war. One of the m ajor causes is there’s 
no fair trade law in Pennsylvania.’’ 


He noted that neighboring states have fair 
trade laws that hold down price wars. The 
m anager said he's noticed heavy trade from 
New Jersey since prices dropped. 


“ But that doesn't do us any good. We’re 
operating at a loss in the first place and 
besides, we lose the trade when prices go 
up.” 
Slow Period 


January, February, and March are usual­ 
ly slow months anyway, in the service sta­ 
tion business, one m anager said, and “ this 
price war doesn’t help a bit.” 
The war is state-wide, m anagers agreed, 
and not just in the greater Philadelphia 
area. 
Gasoline men say they’re losing money on 
each sale, although the company will re ­ 
imburse them. The company loses in the 
long-run, station men say, and they are doing 
it at our expense. 
Others Follow 
lf a chain of station lowers prices, the 
others have to follow suit or suffer an al­ 
most complete loss of business. 
“ It’s a vicious circle,” a station manager 
said, “ and there’s just no sign of let up. 
Something's got to break soon. I just hope 
it isn’t me.”
